The first pay m ent of the tax 
will be du e in Ju ly and will cov er 
the two m onths of May and 
Ju ne. After th a t the tax will be 
pay able qu arterly bu t the law 
prov ides th a t if the qu arterly tax 
is less th an $1 the director of the 
income tax departm ent may per­ 
m it it to be paid annu ally . 
The ex emption to be figu red in 
compu ting the first pay m ent will 
be $16.67 and after th a t the ex ­ 
em ption will be $250 for each 
pay m ent.

Shattered glass and dam ­ 
aged bu ildings betray ed the trail 
of the bom bers’ au tomobiles. 
Among the targets were the 
Bism arck hotel, the Illinois Bell 
Telephone com pany and

stations of the Commonwealth 
Edison company . Police attribu t­ 
ed the terrorism to radicals cele­ 
brating May Day .

Jasper D. Case, 7 6, financier 
and repu ted to be at one tim e the 
w ealthiest person in Ru sh cou n­ 
ty , com m itted su icide y esterday 
in the garage of his palatial 
home at 525 North M ain street. 
His body was fou nd a t 1:45 p. 
m. Su nday by Mrs. M artha G rin- 
dle, 
his 
sister-in-law , 
and 
Charles Caldwell, who had in­ 
stitu ted a search for him . Coron­ 
er R. O. Kennedy , who was su m ­ 
moned, said death occu rred be­ 
tween 12 noon and 1:30 p. m. 
It was said Mr. Case left a note 
for his wife telling where his 
body wou ld be fou nd. No reason 
for his act was giv en in the note, 
it was reported, and other con­ 
tents of the message were not 
div u lged. 
He had been shot throu gh the 
rig h t ear w ith a bu llet from a .32 
calibre pistol. He had spread an 
au tomobile robe u pon the floor of 
the garage, and apparently had 
lain down before firing the shot. 
This was the th ird su icide in 
Ru sh cou nty w ithin fiv e day s. 
Mr. Case was v ice president 
and a director of the American 
N ational 
bank, 
wThich 
closed 
April 22. 
It was said by friends th a t Mr. 
Case had worried considerably 
since the bank failed to open. 
He was also connected w ith 
banks at Milroy , Gwy nnev ille, 
and New Salem. 
Mr. Case was born in Ohio, 
Janu ary 14, 1857 , one of sev eral 
children, 
and came 
to 
Ru sh 
cou nty abou t 45 y ears ago wheie 
he had since resided. He became 
activ ely engaged in the lu mbei 
bu siness early in life and oper­ 
ated a planing mill and lu m ber 
y ard here for m any y ears. Later 
the deceased branched into af­ 
filiations with a nu m ber of in­ 
du stries 
besides his 
activ ities 
w ith sev eral financial institu ­ 
tions in the cou nty . He was a 
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frowned u pon by the police de­ 
partm ent Monday following re­ 
ceipt of a nu m ber of com plaints 
to this effect.
